1.1 In the technical sense, there is no difference 
between the terms "lamp" and "light". The applicant's 
attention is drawn to the fact that a person skilled in 
the art would also use both these terms interchangeably, 
without thereby referring to a different feature. The

1.2 Claim 1 does not meet the requirements of PCT

The valid claims 1-11 relate to an unreasonably large 
number of possible uses, of which only a small part can 
be considered supported by the description within the 
meaning of PCT Article 6, and disclosed in the 
application within the meaning of PCT Article 5. In the 
present case, the claims lack the required support and 
the application lacks the requisite disclosure to such an 
extent that it was not possible to carry out a meaningful 
search covering the entire range of protection sought. 
The search was therefore directed to the parts of the 
claims that appear to be supported and disclosed in the 
above sense, namely the parts relating to the use of 
special glass ceramics, which are described as part of a 
lamp on page 9, line 11, to page 10, line 25. 
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
